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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. For 
example, the amendments add the limitation that the dimple is formed in a straight portion of the second leg. . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not persuasive. The 
prior art discloses all of the claim limitations as set forth, and the modifications suggested in the presented 35 USC 103 rejections are not 
believed to require hindsight or knowledge of Applicant's disclosure. Vargo teaches that "the purpose of [the dimple] is to coact with... an 
opening... to prevent accidental removal." Further, the finality of the action is deemed valid and therefore maintained. Applicant's 
amendment did in fact necessitate the new grounds of rejection. The amendment presented combinations of limitations not previously 
presented (e.g. the combination of the limitations of original claims 1 , 2 and 8) as well as adding new limitations not previously presented 
(e.g. a support member punched out such that an opening is formed). 
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
